

Tributes 
for boy 
who died 
in quarry 

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a teenager who drowned 
in a disused quarry while on 
holiday. 

The family of 15-year-old 
Augusto Zacarias described 
him as their “pride and joy” 
after he died falling into 
swollen waters at the marl 
hole pool at the back of the 
Crooked House pub in 
Himley. They said he was a 
promising footballer who 
hoped to play professionally 

Augusto was visiting 
family from Portugal with 
his parents, Paulina and 
Pedro, as well as his young 
brother, and had been in the 
country less than three 
weeks. He had only days ago 
celebrated his 15th birthday. 

It is believed Augusto was 
staying with relatives in the 
High Areal area of Sedgley 
and had gone to the quarry 
with his friends and cousin. 

His mother and father 
spoke of their grief at losing 
their eldest child.

Stab attack teenager loses appeal 


A teenager who attacked a Stour¬ 
bridge schoolgirl with a kitchen knife 
in front of her classmates has lost an 
appeal against his sentence. 

Chloe West, aged 14, was stabbed 20 
times by 18-year-old Samuel Gayzer- 
Tomlinson as she walked to school. 

He was sentenced to 13 years in a 
young offenders institution after 
pleading guilty to attempted murder 
and unlawful wounding at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last year. 

Gayzer-Tomlinson, of Turls Hill 
Road, Sedgley, challenged the sentence 
at the Court of Appeal yesterday but it 
was backed by three senior judges. 


Mr Justice Langstaff told the court 
Gayzer-Tomlinson had struck up a 
friendship with Chloe after they met at 
a stables. 

But when she lost interest, Gayzer- 
Tomlinson became angry and hatched 
a vicious plan for revenge, the court 
heard. He drove to Chloe’s Ridgewood 
High School in Wollaston, Stourbridge, 
and jumped out of his car before 
repeatedly stabbing her in the face, 
chest, neck and arms. 

Schoolboy, Ben Hudson, tried to stop 
the attack and was wounded, before 
teachers and staff pulled the teen away, 
the court heard. Ben, then 16, was 


praised for his actions and nominated 
to carry the Olympic torch in Wolver¬ 
hampton on June 30. 

Chloe was airlifted to hospital and 
needed 48 stitches to her wounds. 

Sarah Buckingham, for Gayzer- 
Tomlinson, claimed the sentencing 
judge took insufficient account of the 
stress the teen was under after Chloe 
spurned his advances ahead of his A- 
levels. She said if he had received 
mental health treatment, the stabbing 
might never have happened. But Mr 
Justice Langstaff, sitting with Lord 
Justice Davis and Mr Justice Burton 
ruled the sentence was correct.

They said: “Augusto was 
our first child, who we loved 
with all our hearts. He was a 
loving son and older brother 
to Samuel. Augusto loved to 
play football and hoped to 
play professionally one day. 

“He was a very sensible 
young man and had begun to 
make plans for the future.” 

Augusto’s body was pulled 
from the water at about 
8.30pm last Wednesday fol¬ 
lowing a seven-hour search 
of the murky waters. 

Pair in court 
over killing 

TWO men have appeared in 
court charged with murder¬ 
ing a Sedgley man near his 
home - as hundreds of resi¬ 
dents joined a campaign to 
get the alleyway in Spring- 
field Grove where he was 
attacked closed for good. 

Shylon Wishart, aged 19, 
of North Springfield, and 
James Cartwright, 18, of 
Sandyfields Road, both 
Sedgley, are accused of 
killing 23-year-old Shane 
Watson. The pair were 
remanded in custody to 
appear at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court.

Congregation 
feel betrayed 

THE LEADER of the congregation whose 
funds were stripped of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds by Stephen Methuen says 
he abused the “naive trust” the church 
placed in him. 

Church members were left shocked and 
saddened when it was revealed to them that 
Methuen, who showed no signs of living the 
high life, had swindled them out of money 
that they had donated or raised. 

Methuen, a professional accountant, 
became a member of Amblecote Christian 
Centre in Stourbridge in 1993 and began to 
support it as a volunteer. 

As leaders knew of his expertise in 
finances, he became volunteer treasurer in 
1995 - a position he held until Senior Pastor 
Adrian Lowe uncovered irregularities in the 
church accounts in April 2009. Methuen, 
was taken to the police station by Mr Lowe. 
Methuen was then asked to resign. 

“It’s a very sad day,” said Mr Lowe. 

Methuen lived for a time with his wife 
Lynda in Whittington Road, Norton, Stour¬ 
bridge. 


Professional accountant Stephen 
Methuen did the accounts for both Amble¬ 
cote Christian Centre, of which he was a 
member, and the Christian International 
Relief Mission, based in Stourbridge. 

But, over a six-year period, he embezzled 
the evangelical church out of an estimated 
£400,000 and the charity of more than 
£100,000. Methuen, aged 57, of Smalman 
Close, Wordsley, admitted a total of 16 
counts of fraud when he appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

Six charges alleged that he falsified docu¬ 
ments at Amblecote Christian Centre, based 
in Brettell Lane, to conceal payments being 
made to his personal and business accounts 
between 2003 and 2009. 

Payments 

A further six counts related to the falsifi¬ 
cation by him of documents for the Christian 
International Relief Mission, also between 
2003 and 2009, to conceal payments to him. 

He also admitted a further four charges 
relating to when, as treasurer of the Chris¬ 
tian Centre, he cheated HM Revenue and 
Customs by filing gift aid repayment claims 
which overstated the total charitable dona¬ 
tions between 2005 and 2009. 

Sentencing was adjourned until Septem¬ 
ber 10 for reports and Methuen was granted 
bail. Judge Michael Dudley warned him he 
would also face proceedings to recover 
money he pocketed.

Body of 
cyclist is 
found at 
roadside 

A CYCLIST from Kingswin¬ 
ford was found dead at the 
roadside by a passing driver. 

Paul Lake, aged 45, had 
suffered serious injuries and 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Police have said it is not 
clear how Mr Lake, who 
worked as an inspector for 
Wolverhampton Homes, was 
injured before he was discov¬ 
ered in Stallings Lane, 
Kingswinford, on Sunday. 

A passer-by spotted him 
lying at the roadside at 
about 5.40pm. 

Darlaston-born Mr Lake 
was lying on a grass verge 
lined by trees on the Gornal- 
bound side of the road, 
between Pensnett Trading 
Estate and Tansey Green 
Road. 

Police are now waiting for 
the results of a post mortem. 

Friends today paid 
tribute. Tony Hassall, aged 
66, of East Park, Wolver¬ 
hampton, said he had 
worked with Mr Lake 
several years ago. 

“I’m so upset - absolutely 
in bits. He was a lovely 
fellow, a real gentleman,” he 
said. 

“He will be terribly missed 
by everyone who knows him. 
He was a really good man.” 

Nearby residents and 
workers say the road would 
have been “deserted” as it is 
currently shut to through 
traffic for sewer works. 

Anyone who saw what 
happened on or around 
Stallings Lane is urged to 
call police on 101.

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Underground car park work begins 
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Preparatory work continues on the former Crown 

A MULTI-MILLION pound redevelopment scheme in 
Stourbridge town centre is well on track with work to dig 
out the site for a new underground car park now under way. 

A new Tesco supermarket, creating 320 jobs, and shop¬ 
ping centre will be built on the land where the former 
Crown Centre once stood. 

Work to demolish the complex, along with the old multi¬ 
storey car park, in Bell Street, was completed in May. 


Centre site in Stourbridge ready for redevelopment 

Thousands of tons of rubble has now been cleared from 
the site and using specialist equipment, it has been 
processed and crushed so that it can be re-used in the con¬ 
struction of the new buildings. 

Project manager Mark Glover said recent rain had helped 
to keep dust levels down and that work was on target. 

“After Christmas, people will start to the see the building 
start to take shape.” 


Skateboarders warned 


SKATEBOARDERS using 
ramps at a town centre car 
park in Stourbridge to 
perform tricks are putting 
themselves and drivers at 
risk, say concerned resi¬ 
dents. 

Groups of teenagers are congregat¬ 
ing at the main entrance and exit 
ramps to the Ryemarket car park at 
busy times during the afternoon and 
early evening. Calls have now been 


made for Dudley Council to take action 
and deal with the problem amid fears 
someone will be hurt. 

Residents say skateboarders are 
hurtling down ramps at the car park 
despite the high volume of vehicles 
using the site. 

They fear one of the youngsters will 
be hit by a vehicle or the skateboarders 
could collide with people walking on 
the ramps to reach their cars. 

Similar problems with skateboard¬ 
ers affected the Bell Street car park for 
many years before its demolition in 


March and were not resolved despite 
calls. And residents say the problem 
has now moved to the other multi¬ 
storey car park. 

Stourbridge Township Council 
chairman Margaret Scott said young¬ 
sters were embarking on a “very dan¬ 
gerous practice”. 

“These young people are putting 
themselves and others at very serious 
risk,” she said. “They gather at the 
entrance to the car park at the top of 
the main ramp and cannot be seen 
until cars are on top of them,” she said.

Judge Simon Tonking cleared Smart of 
attempted rape, but told him: “It’s accepted 
you were walking her home, but it wasn’t 
long before you decided you would engage 
her in sexual activity. 

“She made it abundantly clear to you she 
didn’t want anything to do with it, but quite 
regardless of what she wanted you used 
some force to get her to the ground and put 
your hand over her mouth to keep her quiet. 

You knew perfectly well she didn’t want 
this - she was trying to get you off.”

A PRIMARY school has taken a 
big step towards getting out of 
special measures following a 
positive report from education 
watchdogs. 

Blanford Mere Primary School in 
Kingswinford received a visit from Ofsted 
for the first time since a report was pub¬ 
lished judging the school to be inadequate. 

In a new report, Roy Bowers said the 
headteacher and senior team had worked 
with ‘energy and determination’ to address 
issues raised. 

The initial Ofsted inspection in February 
found the quality of teaching at the 244- 
pupil school to be not good enough in some 
areas, particularly in maths. 

Understanding 

It reported the work was not meeting 
pupils’ needs, teachers were failing to check 
on pupils’ understanding and management 
lacked severity. 

However, following the visit at the start 
of July, Mr Bowers judged the school’s 
progress, since entering special measures, 
as satisfactory. 

In a report, he said: “The headteacher 
and senior team are working with energy 
and determination to address all of the 
issues from the previous inspection. 

“The school now has an accurate view of 
its strengths and areas for development.”

The meadows that 
became 'Humpshire' 


WILLENHALL, between 
Walsall and Wolverhampton, 
was originally called ‘Willen- 
halch’, Anglo-Saxon for ‘the 
meadowland of Willan’. 

First mentioned in the 700s, when 
King Ethelbald of Mercia signed a 
treaty there, William the Conqueror’s 
Domesday Book (1086) records it as 
‘Willenhala’. 

In the Middle Ages, Willenhall was a 
small agricultural village with a chapel 
within the parish of Wolverhampton. But 
from 1840, Willenhall had its own parish 
church, St Giles, and the present day 
building dates from 1867. 

Willenhall’s population grew to around 
300 by 1666, but in the 1700s it expanded 
dramatically with the Industrial Revolu¬ 
tion. The now industrial town centred 
around Market Place and Stafford Street, 
comprising many tiny streets crammed 
with houses, workshops and pubs. 

A thriving mining community grew up 
around Lane Head and Sandbeds, and

Portobello became known for brickmak¬ 
ing. Coal mining was important in the 
Willenhall area early on but declined after 
the 1800s when the mines became flooded 
following a strike. 

Willenhall became world-famous as a 
centre for lock making, which in Eliza¬ 
bethan times had begun developing in 
Willenhall, Wolverhampton and Bilston, 
and by the mid-1800s this trade was 
mainly centred in Willenhall. 

In 1855 there were 340 local lock 
makers, working entirely by hand, mostly 
in small workshops. 

Young apprentice lock filers worked 
bent over, developing hump backs, which 
gave Willenhall the nickname of ‘Hump¬ 
shire’. Noted Willenhall lockmakers 
included Yale & Towne, Josiah Parkes & 
Sons and John Harper & Co. 

In 1849 poor housing and sanitation led 
to a cholera epidemic; 292 people died, 
shocking the town into improving condi¬ 
tions, and in 1854 Willenhall Local Board 


of Health, forerunner of Willenhall 
Urban District Council (1894), was 
formed. 

Reflecting local civic pride, several 
municipal buildings were erected, includ¬ 
ing the Town Hall and Library in 
Clemson Street in 1866, and in 1922 a 
Memorial Park was opened, honouring 
those killed in the Great War. 

Willenhall’s best-known monument is 
however its ornate and imposing Memo¬ 
rial Clock in Market Place, commemorat¬ 
ing Dr Tonks, a highly respected and 
revered Victorian physician. 

Willenhall became part of Walsall 
borough in 1966, but remains independ¬ 
ent-minded with a strong identity and a 
great sense of heritage.

In a report to the committee council offi¬ 
cers said the restaurant would not bring 
these problems. 

“The proposed change of use would have a 
positive role in supporting the overall func¬ 
tion, vitality and viability of the district 
shopping centre by bringing back into use a 
vacant premises,” the report said. 

“As the application site is located within 
the centre and is well served by public 
parking it is considered that highway safety 
would not be prejudiced.”

Driving ban for 
birthday father 

A SALES manager for Sky was caught 
drink-driving when he went to get more 
food for his child’s first birthday party, a 
court heard. 

Stephen Perry, aged 39, of Mayfair, Stour¬ 
bridge, admitted driving with 67 micro¬ 
grammes alcohol in 100ml of breath - the 
limit is 35 microgrammes - in Wollescote 
Road on July 7. 

He had a previous drink-drive ban in 
2005 and Dudley magistrates disqualified 
him for three years for the latest offence, 
fined him £400 and ordered him to pay £85 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Mr Jahangeer Aslam, defending, said 
Perry may lose his job. 

He explained Perry had drunk only two 
glasses of wine but had nothing to eat. Mr 
Aslam added: “He holds his head in shame 
to his partner and children.” 


CHARITY collectors in Dudley face a 
crackdown on when and where they 
can work in an attempt to stop them 
pestering shoppers, it was revealed 
today. 

The so-called “chuggers” or “charity muggers” 
line the streets in towns across the borough and 
in particular Dudley Market Place. 

Dudley Council ruled last year that they should 
carry a licence but they insist the law does not 
apply to them as they do not collect cash. 

The Public Fundraising Regulatory Authority 


today offered to hold talks with the council to 
reach a voluntary agreement similar to Wolver¬ 
hampton, where collectors are limited to certain 
streets. 

Council bosses insist a review by Lord Hodgson 
has shown that tighter controls are needed and 
that the chuggers should be licensed. 

The report, published last week, recommended 
greater powers for councils to curb aggressive col¬ 
lectors. Dudley Council will now look at the rec¬ 
ommendations before deciding whether to 
enforce stricter working times. 

PFRA spokeswoman Catharine Pusey agreed 


that Lord Hodgson said there was a need to 
restrict or regulate fundraising and that the 
group was already in talks with 19 councils. 

“We would welcome the authority with open 
arms if they wanted to speak to us and come up 
with an agreement,” she added. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, Dudley’s cabinet 
member for human resources, law and gover¬ 
nance, said: “Lord Hodgson has recommended 
councils be able to license fundraisers and control 
where and how collections take place. 

“We will carefully consider the recommenda¬ 
tions.”

Appeal granted over 
rejection of mosque 


MUSLIM leaders have been 
granted an appeal against 
the High Court’s decision to 
throw out plans for a new 
mosque - meaning the long- 
running dispute is heading 
back to the courtroom. 

It comes just weeks after 
council chiefs in Dudley 
thought they had reached a 
conclusion to the seven-year 
wrangle. 

The proposals for a 
mosque on land in Hall 
Street were rejected at a 
hearing in April, meaning 
the plot of land, which 
Dudley Muslim Association 
has owned since 2005, must 
now be sold back to the 
council. It had argued the 
land should have been devel¬ 
oped by a 2008 deadline. 

Council bosses managed 
to get many of the group’s 
arguments for stopping the 
buy-back plan thrown out by 


judges at a court hearing in 
November. 

But the association sub¬ 
mitted an amended defence, 
which was rejected. 

Association chairman Dr 
Kurshid Ahmed today con¬ 
firmed the dispute will go 
back before the High Court 
after officials gave them the 
go-ahead to appeal. They 
had already submitted an 
application and were 
waiting for a decision. 

He said: “We do not know 
a timescale yet - it depends 
on when it is processed and 
the court lists it. But the 
appeal has been granted.” 

Dr Ahmed has previously 
said he would talk to the 
council about potential 
alternative sites. But he 
insisted the Muslim Associa¬ 
tion had not had the oppor¬ 
tunity to put across its full 
arguments during the case.

A £1.3MILLION power boat being 
built in Dudley for an ambitious 
round-the-world record attempt 
is just weeks from completion. 

With the structure and cabins almost fin¬ 
ished, the team of craftsmen will soon be 
laying down decking and installing two 500 
horsepower engines. 

The boat, called Accomplish More, is 
being put together in a former metalworks 
warehouse at Micklewrights, in the Thorn- 
gate Trading Estate. 

Project leader Alan Priddy said: “The 
excitement is building within us all after 
every day as we step closer to getting the 
boat ready for the challenge. 

“We’ve been flat out working over the 
past month in a bid to get on the water as 
soon as possible. The race is really on.” 

The boat will be big enough to carry 12 
people. It will be kitted out with bunk beds, 
a lounge with sofas, showers and washing 
facilities. There will also be a communica¬ 
tions hub and a control room. 

Volunteers 

Mr Priddy said: “The work we have done 
so far is fantastic, it is finally taking shape.” 

The boat has been built mostly by volun¬ 
teer electricians, fabricators and engineers. 
But more help is needed. 

Mr Priddy says he needs a bricklayer to 
help take down one side of the warehouse so 
the boat can be moved out. 

He has also offered places on the boat for 
the challenge to break the existing 61-day 
record. He said: “Any help we can get from 
the community would be good. I’ve got eight 
crew members, but could do with more, so if 
anyone is interested, let me know. ” 

Mr Priddy hopes to have the 90ft long and 
16ft wide boat and crew ready for the chal¬ 
lenge on November 4. 

But first he wants to take the boat on a 
practice 4,000 mile return voyage from 
England to Canada. Anyone who wants to

Waltz off to Vienna 
to find why art 
world is in a whirl 


OPULENCE, decadence, 
culture as well as the best 
cakes in the world - Vienna is 
the traveller’s hot ticket for 
2012. 

Glimmering galleries and museums 
stand on almost every corner, and 
coffee-house aromas of ground beans, 
hot chocolate and honeyed pastries gild 
the air. 

For the third year running, Vienna 
has been voted the ‘most liveable’ city 
in the world - meaning the health, 
wealth, leisure and day-to-day needs of 
its fold are met at an enviably high 
level. This can only be good news for 
the tourist whose stresses and cares 
can be eased by a dip into this well- 
oiled playground of a capital, where 
comfort, transport, entertainment and 
Wiener Schnitzel reign. 

Fascination 

But while today’s Vienna is remark¬ 
able, it is the Vienna of the early 1900s 
that holds such a fascination for visi¬ 
tors who want to immerse themselves 
in the beauty of a bygone era - and the 
city is ready to share its success. 

This year is the 150th anniversary of 
the birth of artist Gustav Klimt, the 
turn-of-the-century genius whose 
painting The Kiss is one of the most 
easily recognisable and revered images 
in the world. 

Vienna has pulled out all the stops to 
celebrate. This year there are more 
works by Klimt on show than ever 
before through eight special exhibi¬ 
tions and these are in addition to the 
wealth of his art which is incorporated 
into the city’s buildings. 

Art fans with little time should head 
straight for the Lower Belvedere 
palace which is home not only to the 
largest collection of Gustav Klimts but 
The Kiss, said to epitomise the spirit of 


change that heralded the modernist 
era. It is worth the scrum to savour this 
vision and to eavesdrop on fellow 
viewers happy to exchange conflicting 
views on what the painting means. Dis¬ 
cussion still rages on about the identity 
of the two lovers in the painting and 
whether their embrace is being shared 
or endured. 

Other must-sees are The Secession 
building - which houses the Beethoven 
Frieze; the Kunsthistorisches Museum 
which has Klimt’s work on the stair¬ 
way, the ceiling paintings of the 
Burgtheater; the Wein Museum which 
has the largest collection of his draw¬ 
ings and my favourite, the Leopold 
Museum, which is running Klimt: Up 
Close and Personal until August 27. 

Here his masterpieces are exhibited 
alongside photos of the man himself 
together with postcards and letters 
written by him to his muse Emilie 
Floge over 20 years. I was lucky enough 
to be there on its opening night, and 
the buzz as the artist’s life was laid 
bare was a genuine thrill to experience. 
Even those with little or no knowledge 
of art will soon find themselves, as I

did, caught up in the whole saga of 
Klimt and his friends. In 1910 they 
were pioneers in the world of litera¬ 
ture, visual art, architecture and music 
and were at the helm of a Vienna that 
had a population of two million and 
was the world’s fifth largest city. Their 
legacy is all around. The city is one of 
the most important cultural centres in 
the world with architecture, painting, 
poetry and music in abundance. 

It is home to the Vienna Boys’ Choir, 
which was founded in 1498 and counts 
Joseph Haydn and Franz Schubert 
among past pupils. Reservations can 
be made to hear them sing on Sunday 
mornings in the Palace chapel. 

And forward-thinkers should also 
buy tickets for the renowned Vienna 
State Opera, which never has the same 
performance two nights running. 

Sumptuous 

I enjoyed the most sumptuous pro¬ 
duction of Carmen, and was almost as 
spellbound by the majestic staircases, 
high-ceilings and ornamentation as I 
was enthralled by Bizet’s tragic tale. 

For lovers of fresh air, half of the 
city’s total area is made up of gardens, 
parks, and woods, and as a third of all 
journeys are made by public transport, 
they are easy to find. 

Rests in between are easy with 800 
coffee houses dotted throughout the 
city. 

Food is rich and fulsome - hearty 
soups, stews, meatballs, herrings and 
goulash washed down with local beer 
and wines. 

Visitors inspired by what they find 
can visit the many markets and take 
home their own taste of Vienna. I did. 
No pastries or sausage for me though, 
but a small jug emblazoned with a 
print of The Kiss - a reminder of a trip 
which brought art, a city and a whole 
era to life.

Public asked to help shape 
council tax discount scheme 


WYRE Forest District Council has launched a 
consultation exercise about options for 
council tax discounts for April 2013 onwards. 

The present system of council tax benefit is being 
replaced, and the council is seeking views about its local 
scheme of discounts to help working age people pay their 


council tax. 

Councillor Nathan 

Desmond, cabinet member 
for resources and transfor¬ 
mation, said: “All councils 
are facing tough choices as a 
result of the Government’s 
decision to end the national 
council tax benefit scheme 
and replace it with locally- 
decided discount schemes. 

“The Government has 
decided that payments to 
pensioners cannot be 
changed and the level of 
support towards their 
council tax bill will remain 
unchanged. 

Reduction 

“But the funding from 
Government is being 
reduced by 10 per cent in 
April 2013.” 

This means a reduction of 
£850,000 for Wyre Forest, of 
which £110,000 has to be 
found by Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Council, with the rest 
to be found by Worcester¬ 
shire County Council, the 
police authority and the fire 
service. 

Councillor Desmond said: 
“Councils are having to look 
at whether to pass this 
reduction on to people of 
working age who receive

council tax benefit, reduce 
spending on other services, 
or increase council tax.” 

The options include the 
creation of a hardship fund 
that would allow the council 
to consider help for anyone 
disadvantaged by any reduc¬ 
tion in support they receive. 

Councillor Desmond said: 
“We are asking for com¬ 
ments on the options that 
should be used to shape the 
scheme. The options we’ve 
outlined are based on the fol¬ 
lowing principles: Every 
household with working age 
claimants should pay some¬ 
thing; the scheme should 
incentivise people into work; 
people with greater savings 
receive less support; protec¬ 
tion through a hardship 
fund to those who are least 
able to pay, and the scheme 
will be in support of the 
council’s priorities of an 
increased supply of good 
quality, affordable homes.”

Gran's legacy used 
in battle on cancer

A GRANDMOTHER left £50,000 in her will to 
Cancer Research UK to help combat the 
disease that struck three generations of her 
family. Margaret Wall, who was successfully 
treated for ovarian cancer in 2001, died aged 


85 seven years later. 

Her daughter Jane Rymer, 
who lives in Belbroughton, 
near Stourbridge, and 
granddaughter Sarah Wall 
also suffered from breast 
cancer. 

Now years later, both have 
survived and presented the 
generous legacy to the 
charity during a tour of the 
Birmingham Cancer Re¬ 
search UK Centre. 

It will be used exclusively 
to fund the charity’s breast 
cancer research across the 
UK. 

Proud 

Mrs Rymer, who promotes 
houses for parties and corpo¬ 
rate events, said: “I’m so 
proud of my mother and the 
legacy she has left.” 

The then 54-year-old was 
diagnosed with an aggres¬ 
sive form of breast cancer in 
2003 after making a chance 
comment about a dimple to a 
doctor. Mrs Rymer, mother- 
of-two, had undergone 
surgery to remove a lump, 
then four months of 
chemotherapy and three 
weeks of radiotherapy when 
Margaret died. 

Margaret’s granddaugh¬ 
ter, Sarah, 35, from Edgbas- 
ton, was also diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 2007 at the 
age of 30. She underwent

surgery three times during 
four-and-a-half years but is 
now back at work. 

Mrs Rymer, of Hackman’s 
Gate, near Belbroughton, 
added: “The lives of those 
who have cancer and their 
families are deeply affected 
and while Sarah and I have 
beaten the disease it’s 
important to recognise that 
not everyone survives. 

“It’s our hope that mum’s 
legacy will help Cancer 
Research UK beat the 
disease for everyone.”

A STOURBRIDGE man was one of two 
caught stealing drain covers off waste land 
in the town after an anonymous tip-off, a 
court heard. 

One of them was a 72-year-old who 
claimed he was collecting aluminium beer 
cans from waste land when the other man, 
who is from Stourbridge, asked if he could 
load them onto his trailer. 

Pensioner Ivan Allen, of Avenue Road, 
Blackheath, admitted stealing the drain 
covers and Dudley magistrates gave him a 
12-month conditional discharge and 
ordered him to pay £85 costs. 

In a case heard separately, Mark Bilsby, 
aged 48, of Trinity Road, Stourbridge, also 
admitted the theft. Sentencing was 
adjourned until August 17 for reports after 
the court heard his record included a total of 
50 previous convictions involving 108 
offences, many of them for dishonesty. 

Consent 

He was allowed bail on condition he does 
not go into any derelict building or indus¬ 
trial premises or on to an industrial estate 
without consent.

In 
January 1840 he was given a 
two-year contract to run the 
new system and introduced 
the penny post.

Noteworthy success 
of a smash-hit team 


I n 1984, after meeting Mike Stock 
and Matt Aitken, train-loving DJ, 
songwriter and music producer 
Pete Waterman thought they would 
help make a winning team. To say he 
was on the money is something of an 
understatement. New documentary 
The Hit Factory: The Stock Aitken 
and Waterman Story (Monday, 

ITV1,9pm) looks back on Britain’s 
most successful pop producers, with 
the aid of their greatest hits. 

One of their greatest successes 
was Kylie Minogue, the Neighbours 
star who proved she was more than 
just a pretty face. I Should Be So 
Lucky launched her music career 
and kick-started a wave of Aussie 
soap stars trying their hands at 
chart stardom. Dead or Alive 
enjoyed lucrative success, thanks to 
SAW’s dance-floor filler You Spin Me 
Round, while established celebs 
such as Sinitta, Cliff Richard and the 
late Donna Summer also benefitted 
from the Midas touch of Mike, Matt 
and Pete. The trio went on to score 
more than 100 top 40 hits, and one 
of their biggest successes was with 
a man who witnessed their rise to 
fame, RickAstley. 


“I met Pete Waterman very early 
on when I was about 19, and I 
watched their company, Stock, 
Aitken and Waterman and 
everything go from just kind of 
hanging on by the skin of their 
teeth to becoming the biggest 
producers in Europe really,” 
explains Rick. ‘And that’s around the 
time when they were just starting to 
crack it, they were just beginning to 
have hit records, that’s when I 
signed to them. I had no clue who 
they were.” 

Thanks to his hit single Never 
Gonna Give You Up, Rick 
was transformed from jobbing 
musician to overnight superstar. 
Aside from landing the number 
one slot 25 years ago (where it 
stayed for five weeks, and 
became the best selling UK single 
of 1987), it also topped the charts 
in 25 countries, including the 
United States. The video, helmed 
by The Expendables 2’s Simon 
West, was broadcast all over the 
world, but more recently the song 
received a new lease of life thanks 
to the Internet phenomena of 
‘Rickrolling! 


Five years ago some wag thought 
it would be a good idea to post 
misleading Internet links which 
would re-direct viewers to Astley’s 
classic tune. 

They say there’s no such thing as 
bad publicity, and in an age when 
the world started warming to 
instantly downloadable music, it 
wasn’t long before one of Stock 
Aitken and Waterman’s most famous 
tracks had achieved a new lease of 
life. 

In 2012 the trio may be 
comfortably well off, but in the early 
days Rick wondered whether the 
company would survive. “I’m not 
saying they were talking about how 
they were going to pay the studio 
rent, but it felt like that at times,” he 
laughs. ‘They were building 
something, and then a year-and-a- 
half later they’d got five records in 
the top 40 all the time.” The rest, as 
they say, is pop history.

- and they almost ended up with silver. 

Japan won their appeal against Kohei Uchimura’s pommel horse score to take silver 
after Team GB initially sat second after six events with 271.711 points.

And after the late-night 
drama Thomas, who scored 
a brilliant 16.500 on the 
vault, admitted he was in 
dreamland. 

“I keep looking down at 
the medal and I’m amazed. 
I’m lost for words,” said the 
23-year-old afterwards. 
“We’ve won a medal but it 
still hasn’t sunk in. 

“I’m hoping once the next 
week is out of the way we can 
relax, take a moment and 
realise we’ve achieved one of 
the greatest things in the 
history of our sport. 

Special 

“I’m completely over¬ 
whelmed by the experience. 
Hopefully in a month I can 
sit back and take everything 
in and think I really have 
done something special. 

“It’s been 18 years of hard 
work, blood, sweat and tears 
- the graft in the gym, the 
early mornings and the 
before school training. We 
really have given it every¬ 
thing in the last few years. 

“Even after I finished the 
floor (the final event) I 
wasn’t 100 per cent con¬ 
vinced we had won a medal. 

“Until my score came up I 
couldn’t think ‘right, we 
have actually done it’.” 

Sam Oldham’s fall on the 
high bar put Team GB’s 
medal hopes in jeopardy but 
Thomas’s 15.200 on the 
same apparatus and 15.433 
in his floor routine sealed 


the bronze. He added: “I 
remember looking up and 
not even taking Sam’s fall 
in. 

“I stuck it to the back of 
my head and didn’t even 
worry about it. 

“When I was chalking up 
for bars I just thought, ‘right 
this is just like any other sit¬ 
uation in the gym, it’s not as 
big an occasion as you 
think’. 

“I just tried to play the 
whole situation down and 
that helped,” said Thomas, 
who also competes in the 
individual events. 

The former St Edmund’s 
Catholic School pupil added: 
“We said before the start of 
the competition we needed 
to go out there, relax and 
enjoy it. 

“I don’t know if we did 
enjoy it - there seemed to be 
more and more pressure - 
but the ending was fantas¬ 
tic.” 

His mother Catherine 
said: “It’s absolutely 

amazing. Who’d have 
thought it four years ago, 
GB getting a men’s medal in 
the Olympics? 

“It was unthinkable a few 
years go and they have come 
so far in such a short time. ” 

Wolverhampton-based 
judoka Gemma Howell went 


out of the under-63kg cate¬ 
gory when beaten by 
France’s European cham¬ 
pion Gevrise Emane. 

Howell was warned for 
being too passive and then, 
with just seconds remaining, 
was disqualified for an 
illegal leg wrap. 

Howell, who reached the 
Games despite a cruciate lig¬ 
ament injury just nine 
months ago, fought hard 
without success and said 
afterwards: “I don’t have 
any positive thoughts right 
now. 

“Maybe when I go home 
and look at it again I will, but 
right now I am just com¬ 
pletely gutted. 

“I did not come here to 
fight hard, I came here to 
win it. ” 

Water polo player Alex 
Parsonage, from Dudley, 
made his Olympic debut for 
Team GB in their 13-4 loss to 
Romania. 

Parsonage, who plays for 
SV Bayer Uerdingen 08, will 
seldom have experienced 
anything like the noise level 
genereated by supporters at 
Stratford. 

The 5,000-strong crowd 
lifted their side to a strong 
finish despite the defeat. 

Solihull’s Jake Vincent 
was also in the team.
